The charge of fomenting domestic dis- 
cord was embodied in a complaint against 
the St. Louis Transit Co. in the City Hall 
police court Tuesday morning, brought by 
John T. Woods of 539 Maple avenue and

oould do if the cars of the company would 
stop to admit them at the corner.” 

Mr. Woods stated that many girls re- 
fused to work at the Columbia factory 
because of the poor car service and that 
the company was injured in consequence. 

Furthermere Mr. Woods said, as a smile 
ran around the court room, that he had 
experienced difficulty in explaining his 
own tardiness in returning home evenings 
and he thought it was not right for the 
transit company to cause family troubles. 

The occasion on which the case was 
based was October 6, when Mr. Woods 
and Mr. Grubbs, secretary and manager, 
respectively of the biscuit company, left 
their office together and crossed the street 
at 6:20 p.-m. At 6:30 a Bellefontaine car 
whizzed by them. At 6:40 another car 
went by, although Mr. Grubbs says he 
stood on the track until the car almost 
ran over him. 

The company made no defense except 
that its attorney asked if October 6 was 
not Velled Prophet's day. 

Judge Tracy fined ‘the company $25 and 
said that had it not been Veiled Prophet's 
day he would have been more severe. 

Mr. Grubbs announced that he would 
bring five other cases against the transit 
company. One of them was that of a 
Chouteau car which refused to stop for 
him at Fourteenth street and Chouteau 
avenue while going eust at 11:30 a. m, on 
September 3. 

By reason of this action, Mr. Grubbs 
says, he lost money. being too late to reach 
the Merchants’ Exchange, where his option 
on flour expired.

Court of Appeals Judge Says Guardian 
Must Be Appointed to Col- 
lect Debt.

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RATTLESNAKE VENOM 


Mingled With Copperhead Poison to 
Neutralize Effects of Both. 


“With the barning of the Olcott House aft 
Wurtsbore, Sullivan County citizen, ‘‘perished, 
with a big coilection of other rattlers, a rattle- 
Suake that was known to be mure than JO years 
old, for it had been in the possession of the Olcott 
family for that length of time. 

It was purehased by the late George Olcott, 
who was landlord of the house for nearly 60 years. 
He bought the snake of Nat ‘Talmadge, a famous 
rattlesnake hunter of that day. What its age 
was then nobods knew. That snake was the last 
one Talmadge ever captured. 

‘Talmadge had.made a business of procuring rat 
tlesnakes, copperh: end other Shawangunk 
Mountain reptiles for showimen and collectors. He 
was an eccentric chareter and used to declare 
be hud been biiten by rattlesnakes and copper- 
heads scores of times and that he invariably 
neutralized the effects of the venom of either of 
those snakes by tnstantly iningling it with th t of 
the other. If he was bitten by a rattlesnake, 
he sald. he at once submitted to the strike of 
a copperhead, and vice versa, with the result that 
he suffered no ill effects from either. 

“This particualr rattlesnake which he disposed 
of to Landlord Olcott 20 years ago was a vicious 
black one he had captured in the o'd Indian lead 
mine, about which rattlers were always plentiful 
ana ugly. As Talmadge was transferring it from 
the bag he had it in to the + at the Olcott 
House-—where an ever lively display of big rattle- 
snakes war the feature for more than half a 
century—the snake sank its fangs into his thumb. 

“Whether in a spirit of bravado or to show that 
he actually believed in Qis theory in making one 
venom an antidote for the other, Talmadge imme- 
diately provoked a copperbead to strike him near 
the wound made by the rattler. It was noticed, 
however. that be lost no time in taking advantage 
ef the treatment generally believed to be the 
only salvation for any one bitten by a rattlesnake 
or a copperhead-—-the liberal dosing of the victini 
with whisky. Nevertheless the supposed snake

Trolley Pulled Off and Car Brought 
to Standstill After It Dashed 
Several Blocks. 


A wild trolley car of the Cass avenue

Her Commissioners Decline to Sign 
the Award Made by the London 
Tribunal in Favor of the United 
States’ Claims in Alaska. 


STRONG SENTIMENT HAS 
BEEN AROUSED IN DOMINION 


Jette and Aylesworth Publicly De- 
clare That the Just Rights of the 
People of Canada Were Ignored by 
the Court of Arbitration. 


LONDON, Oct. #.—In consequence of the 
attitude maintained by the Canadian com- 
missioners, Lord Chief Alverstone decided 
this morning not to hold the propoced pub- 
lic meeting of the Alaskan boundary com- 
mission, but to hand its decision to Messrs. 
Foster and Sifton, respectively agents of 
the American and Canadian governments. 

The Canadian commissioners not only de- 
clined to sign the award, but said they 
would publicly withdraw from the com 
mission. They, as well as the Canadians 
conected with the case, are very bitter. 

Telegrams from Premier Laurier and oth- 
er prominent persons in Canada show that 
this sentiment is shared generally through- 
out the Dominion. 

Messrs. Jette and Aylesworth, the Cana- 
@ian commissioners, in a statement of their 
reasons for refusing to sign the award, 
gay they consider the finding of the trib- 
unal regarding the islands at the entrance 
of Portland channel and the mountain line 
fs not a judicial one. They add: 

- WN urged our views as strongly as we 
were able, but we have been compelled to 
witness the sacrifice of the intérests of 
Canada. We were powerless to prevent it, 
though satisfied that the course that the

The Americans contend, and with them 
British statesmen agree, that the decision 
of the boundary commission is merely a 
recognition of the rights of the United 
Siates which they purchased from, Russia 
in 1867. In a treaty between Russia and 
Great Britain in 1825 the boundary between 
the two countries in Alaska was fixed 
and when the United States purchased 
Alaska she acquired the territory which 
belonged to Russia and which was defined 
in the treaty of 1825 between Russia and 
Great Britain. 

Intil the gold discoveries a few years 
ni there was no dispute between the 
lnited States and Great Britain as to the 
boundary. The disputed boundary line was 
submitted to the United States and British 
joint high commission, which met in Que- 
bec In 1898. Under the treaty the boundary 
line, speaking generally, was to begin at 
the southernmost point of Prince of Wales 
Island and run thence to Portland canal 
and mainland to the 56th parallel of lati- 
tude and thence following the summit of 
the mountains situated parallel to the 
coast, but if there were no mountains then 
the line should not be more than ten 
marine leagues from the coast, until reach- 
ing a point near Mount St. Elias, where 
it was to run north to the frozen ocean. 

The dispute with which the commission 
has been concerned is the boundary south 
of Mount St. Elias. The American conten- 
tion was that under the treaty between 
Russia. and Great Britain the latter was 
io we excluded frem an outlet to the 
ocean, and that the coastline should fol- 
low around the heads of all of the inlet®, 
while the British contended that the line 
should run from .headland to headland.

When the trib- 
unal met after the argument and consid- 
ered this question, the view of the three 
British commissioners was that the Ca- 
nadian contention was absolutely un- 
answerable. A memorandum was prepared

Their loss wholly destrovs the 
strategic value to Canada of the Wales and 
Pearse islands. There is, in our opinion, 
no process of reasgning whereby the line 
thus decided upon by the tribunal can be 
justified. It was never suggested by coun- 
sel in the course of argument that such 
a line was possible. Either the four islands 
belong to Canada or belong to the United 
States. In the ward, Lord Alverstone agrees 
with the United States commissioners that 
the islands should be divided, giving the 
two which possess strategic value to the 
United States. 

“Second—The line northward 
land channel—substantially the 
contention regarding this line was that 
there are mountains‘ parallel with the 
coast, within the meaning of the treaty of 
1k25 and the tops of such mountains should 
be declared the boundary, the mountanis 
nearest the sea being taken.

Physicians think that ampu- 
tation of his feet will be necesgary. 

Cahill, who is a boy of 16, employed in 
the riviting department of the shops, was 
spending a portion of his noon hour talk- 
ing to the man in charge of the drill 
press, 

The drill press stands vertically and is 
held in place by a set screw. His shirt 
caught in the screw and before the machine | 
could be stopped he had been whirled 
around 20 times.

VIOLENT DEATHS ON INCREASE. 


Nearly 1000 Person; Killed Annually 


in New York. 


NEW YORK, Oct. ®—Official figures 
of the board of health, covering a period 
of three years, show that the number of 
persons killed annually in the streets of 
New York is increasing in an alarming 
degree. 

The fatalities are growing on more than 
an even ratio with the growth of popula- 
tion and business, which indicates either 
that pedestrians are becoming more care- 
pss of their safety in the streets or that 
rivers of scars and vehicles are growing 
more reckless and the police less vigilant 
in enforcing the ordinances. which now 
exist for the regulation of street traffic. 

In the year 1901 there were 432 persons 
killed by vehicles and strpet railways. 

In 1902 the number of such deaths grew 
to 538 When the figures of 1903 are com- 
piled the death list from street Accidents 
will have reached nearly 1000, estimating 
from the number already recorded.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. iv 
The “turning down” of Grant by the 
county court of St. Louis, referred to re- 


cently, was in this way: 

In 1859 the St. Louls County Court; then 
composed of three Republicans and two 
Democrats, had the appointment of county 
surveyor. Judges Taussig and Lightner 
were two of the Republican judges. I can- 
not recall who was the third; 
Fenn or Fassen. Judges Easton and Long. 
“were the Democratic judges. (Grant hav- 
ing been educated at West Point in the 
engineering department, and therefore 
eligible to the position, applied for it. Grant 
was defeated, receiving only the two votes 
of Easton and Long. Saloman, a dyed-in- 
the-wool Republican, and of ordinary abfl- 
ity, was elected, receiving the votes of tie 
three Republican judges. 

When Grant became president he did 
not forget Easton and Long, although still 
Democrats. He appointed one surveyor and 
the other collector of the port of 8t. Louis, 
against the protest of Republicans, and to- 
tally ignoring the friendship of those who 
voted against him for county surveyor, 
and that of their friends, and their influ- 
ence in the politics of St. Louls in after 
years. 

Grant was strong in his friendships and 
prejudices as to men—an acknow 
characteristic of him. At the time referred 
to Grant was a Democrat and well Known 
to be such to those who knew him and 
with whom ‘he associated; he did not hide 
his Demecracy at that time.

STORM OF INDIGNATION SO

Riotous Scene Concludes Evening of} 


‘Invective in Which Prophet De-

-and Makes Women Blush by Broad 
‘Language. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—John Alexander 
Dowie, before 6000 persons, one-half of 
whom were his followers, last night de- 
plared himself “Elijah the Restorer,” 
prophet of God, and his declaration caused 
@ demonstration that, but for the quick 
closing of the meeting, would have result- 
ed in a riot. 

The declaration was received with a 
storm of hisses almost sufficiently intense 
to. drown the cries of ‘Impostor,’ “‘Faxe,”’ 
“Blasphemer,” and jeers that resounded 
throughout the amphitheater. 

‘In vain the followers of the. self-pro- 
claimed prophet acclaimed his pretansions. 

These demonstrations served but to in- 
flame the unbelievers in every part of the 
building. During the scene of pandemo- 
nium the voice of Dowie died away, and he 
ecampletely lost control of the audience. 

When the uproar was at its height one 
of his leaders started a hymn and the choir 
of 600 voices took it up, and the sound of 
music partially stilled the storm. 

The benediction was hurriedly pro- 
nounced and Dowle left the building, while 
down into the arena and toward the plat- 
fotm surged the crowd until the police, 
who were in the building, pushed their 
way into the throng and dispersed it with 
difficulty. 

Forty of the Zion guards acted as a body- 
guard, escorting Dowle’s carriage to his 


hotel.

Dowie denounced and villified the public 
press, the statesmen of America, the socie-

‘They 
guy < came to New York for monéy. I 
fion’t deny the soft impeachment.”
